Cruz. This force, added to that previously in the 
country, gives tho French an army of 20,000 men. 
Prom the best data that cau bo obtained, there is 
reason to_ believe that from 5000 to 10,000 French 
troops will be landed during tho present month, to 
complete the Emperor Jfapoleon's invading force. 
This arrays invasion, numbering from 16,000 to 
30,000 well equipped and efficient soldiers— sumo 
of the best in the Emperor's army— we learn from

some time 3nf ing the coming mouth of December.1'
